Colorado Letter, 


C o l o r a d o S p r i n g s , J uly 17 ,18 90. 
To t h e E d it or of t h e R e p u b l i c a n : 
Last Friday , a pleasant party , inclnd- 
ing Dr. Willie, my stli, and onr wives 
and three other ladies, embark ed at 7 .35. 
a. m, on the Denver & R.o Grana R. R. 
for Palmer Lak e and Glen Park , abou 
23 miles nrrth of here. 
The Chautau­ 
qua Circle of Colorado was holding its 
summer assembly there. 
I is scarcely 
necessary to say any thing in regard to 
the imporfatce and interest of this asso­ 
ciation. 
Rusbville has a Chautauqua 
circle, and its usefulness, its social and 
moral culture are justly appr ciated by 
all. 
The sy stem of training is oiiginal 
and successful. 
Literary , scientific, his­ 
torical and moral subjects are so treated 
as to promote mental culture and a gen­ 
eral dissemination of k nowledge. 
It is 
to teach people many things that they 
do not learn in the schools. 
This sum­ 
mer meeting of all the local organiza­ 
tions in the State, is one of its delight­ 
ful features. 
It continues three week s, 
and combines in happy proportions 
rest, pleasure and instruction. 
Speech­ 
es, addresses and papers by our best and 
ablest 
men and women, alternating 
with exquisite music, charm the pas­ 
sing hours. 
Our way from the Springs was in 
sight of the Rock y mountain range on the 
west, which was grand and ever chang­ 
ing in its panoramic views. 
The course 
was upward the whole distance, Palmer 
Lak e being in a gap in the mountains 
on the summit of the Divide, 1,256 feet 
higher than Colorado Springs and 2,000 
feet higher than Denver. 
We ran up 
the valley of the Monument Creek the 
greater part of the way . 
Many ranches 
are here seen, the bottom lands being 
susceptable ò f cultivation, more or less 
aided by irrigation. 
The water is ob­ 
tained from the foot-hills or by digging 
in the bed of the creek . 
This creek , 
though a rushing torrent at some sea­ 
sons of the y ear, has the trick of utterly 
disappearing from the surface in the dry 
season ; but by digging down a few feet 
a strong stream of water is found flow­ 
ing through the sand. 
On the west, to­ 
wards the mountains, the land is brok en 
by rock y hill and hollow, covered with 
pine and other scrubby trees, but of lit­ 
tle value for pasture or any thing else, 
except to beautify the landscape. 
All 
along the way , are seen 
castellated 
rock s, monumental e<lamns, and weath­ 
er-worn pinnacles of red or gray sand­ 
stone. 
Ou the east are the undulating, 
grassy plains, extending for forty or fifty 
jniles, affording the pasturage for the 
immènse sheep ranches. 
Palmer Lak e is a beautiful sheet of 
water, very deep and transparent, fed 
by fountains bursting forth from the 
rock s on this lofty summit. 
It is large 
enough to afford pleasant boating to 
those who desire to float over the bright 
waters, fanned by favoring winds. 
I 
would here remark that on account of 
its high altitude (7 ,238 feet), and its be­ 
ing on the crest of the Divide, it is 
alway s cool and breezy . 
Something 
over a half-mile from the station is Glen 
Park , which we reached by omnibus. 
Glen Park is a vale of rural beauty and 
restful comfort. 
It is a basin of 150 
acres, apparently scooped out at the 
base of the Rock ies ; with the two prin­ 
cipal tributaries of Monument creek , 
one flowing from a canon on the north, 
and the other from one on the south, 
and uniting farther down on the plain. 
Back of it on the west towers a pine, fir 
and spruce-clad mountain, 2,000 feet 
high. On 
either side, 
bey ond the 
streams, are projecting spurs or eleva­ 
tions gradually sloping down. 
All the 
vale is shaded by evergreens and decid­ 
uous forest trees. 
A number of springs, 
or pipes from the canons, supply abund­ 
ance of pure water, which is a great 
desideratum in this dry land. 
The 
sk 11 of the landscape engineer has con­ 
tributed to the beauty of the scene. The 
auditorium is a tasteful structure with a 
capacity for one thousand and the 
offiees of the Glen Park Association. 
There are handsome cottages in the 
valley and on various elevations on the 
hillside, some so high as to oommand 
a view eastward and southward for forty 
or fifty miles. 
Here the leve of tent 
life crops out very strongly . 
An im­ 
mense number of white tents dots the 
landscape. Iu every shaded nook or 
lofty look out we see these pleasant sum­ 
mer homes. 
These are occupied by the 
families of many business men in the 
cities along the line, who spend their 
nights amid the cool breezes of this ele­ 
vated range. 
I forgot to mention that 
there io a grand fountain in the middle 
of Palmer Lak e, over fifty feet high, 
formed by water brought from the moun­ 
tains in pipes. 
From the Park we see 
Table Mountain, and the Elephant, and 
other picturesque rock s, on the east 
side of the gap ; and bey ond boundless, 
treeless, rolling plains. 
The Elephant 
represents an accurate but exaggerated 
specimen of that animal, as it is probab­ 
ly eighty feet high. 
But it is time to leave the surround­ 
ings of this rural gem of the Rock ies, 
and attend to the work done there. 
The first was an address of Dr. Eli 
Corwin, a 
ten-y ears resident of the 
island, who gave an amusing, and at the 
same time a very interesting acconnt of 
the Sandwich Islands, their inhabitants, 
their 
products, 
and climate. 
The 
natives are a copper-colored race, of 
magnificent 
phy sical 
development, 
which cannot be excelled by any k nown 
people. 
Though cultivated and educa­ 
ted, they are eminently childlik e and 
simple, forgiving and generons. 
They 
are enthusiastically fond of horses, and 
both 
men 
sud women 
are won­ 
derful equestrians—the woman 
rid­ 
ing in the same sty le as the men. 
How 
long will it be before the progressive 
American adopts this safe fashion ? The 
60,000 people enjoy an indolent, happy 
life, free from want or care. In ten 
y ears he only k new two cases requiring 
the aid of charity . 
Bounteous nature 
with lavish hand provides for the wants 
of her unsophisticated children. 
Two 
day s of labor will provide the necessaries 


i0 Thi8 TO the day for the W. C. T. U., 
and Mrs. Ella F. Leonard, of Denver, 
gave a beautiful Bible reading. 
She 
spok e feelingly of soul-winning, while 
engaged in the temperance work , and 
the possibilities developed in this work 
for women. 
We mast not idly wait to 


do great things, but tak e up and do the 
little things G« >d puts in onr hands. 
Mrs. Clara D. Hoffman, President of 
the Missouri W. C. T. XL, then spok e 
of the death of Clinton B. Fisk , and 
pronounced a glowing euloginm on his 
character and services in the cause of 
temperance; and then offered resolutions 
of sy mpathy and honor, expressing the 
sentiments of the Union in this respect. 
After this, Mrs, E. F. Leonard read 
an able, carefully -prepared paper on 
woman suffrage. 
She said that the right 
of suffrage carried with it the duty to 
exercise it. 
No one questions the right 
of native-born men to vote. 
Why should 
there be any question in regard to that 
of woman ? A broader view of human 
rights has already y ielded to woman 
many of the inherent righte of common 
humanity . 
Who now doubts her ability 
to successfully compete with man in the 
domain of literature, art, jurisprudence, 
theology or medicine ? Then why should 
y ou fear to trust her with the ballot? 
“ Th e government derives its rights from 
the consent of the governed.” It was to 
establish this principle that the revolu­ 
tionary war was fought for seven y ears ; 
but the women of this land are deprived 
of this inherent right to liberty . 
They 
are deprived of the liberty of some share 
in mak ing the laws which shall govern 
their property , their children and them­ 
selves. 
Men are not afraid to trust their 
children to their mother’s love and judg­ 
ment ; then why should they fear to 
trust them with the ballot? Can any 
good reason be given why they should 
refuse them the right to vote ? No good 
reason can be given for it. 
Let there be 
no sex in the ballot, let there be no male 
nor female in the exercise of this God- 
given right of our common humanity . 
Mrs. Clara D. Hoflman then delivered 
an address, eminently practical and 
abounding iu eloquent passages and pa­ 
thetic incidents. 
Bhe elaborated the 
subject of heredity in a manner that 
could not be controverted. “ Lik e be­ 
gets lik e.” We see the truth of this 
aphorism every day demonstrated in the 
phy sical world. 
We also recognize the 
fact that what is true of animals holds 
good with man. 
But we do not recog­ 
nize the fact, equally true and vastly 
more important, that man inherits his 
moral and mental traits as well. 
Man 
may not leave an inheritance of worldly 
goods to his descendants, but he leaves 
himself to be reproduced again and 
» gain, in all the coming ages, in increas- 
.tg series. 
What can we expect from 
t .e descendants of the alcohol-diseased 
brain, scarred by every evil passion? 
Let us pity and try to save these unfor­ 
tunates by removing from their path­ 
way the snares and temptations which 
their enfeebled moral natures cannot 
withstand. 
All evil propensities are ex­ 
cited and stimulated by the poison o f 
alcohol. 
Then let us remove every thing 
that can k indle or augment the fire al­ 
ready burning. 
Next in potency to in­ 
heritance is environment. 
What is it 
possible to do for the waif, the hoodlnm, 
the Arab of the slums and alley s of our 
great rik its? Nothing, unless they can 
be tak en away entirely from their accus­ 
tomed and debasing haunts and habits. 
Nations, as well as individuals, leave 
their legacies ; and when these legacies 
have gone on increasing in corruption 
and profligacy for generations, the time 
finally comes when the life of the nation 
perishes, and is no longer k nown except 
in history , song or story . 
The past is 
full of these records. 
Let every patri­ 
otic man and woman do all that lies in 
his or her power to save the rising gen­ 
eration, and avert these dread evils from 
our now great and prosperous land. 
As the Park is designed as a healthful 
and pleasant summer resort, I will men­ 
tion a few items omitted when describ­ 
ing its natural advantages. 
Avenues, 
streets and trails have been carefully 
graded, so that the most lofty and rom n- 
tic spot can be visited without much 
fatigue. 
Springs have been walled up, 
and pagoda summer houses, with seats 
erected over them, and many other 
seats plaotd in shaded groves or cosy 
nook s. 
A large dining ball, with veran­ 
das on the west and south, mak ing a 
cool resting place, is centrally located. 
A handsome octogonal music hall, with 
all arrangements for piano and organ, 
stands east of the dining hall. Here all 
who delight in music and song, can in­ 
dulge their tastes with the appropriate 
surroundings of beauty and romance. 
An abundant supply of pure water, from 
the higher Springs of Monument oreek , 
is ensured by the mains, hy drants and 
fire plugs found in every part of the 
grounds. 
Verano Lodge is a large, con­ 
venient building, with furnished rooms 
to let, by the day or week . 
Without go­ 
ing into more particulars, I would say 
that all the surroundings and appliances 
are here necessary for comfort and con­ 
venience daring the heated term of the 
cities and lower altitudes. 
I mast not 
forget that there is here a well-ordered 
and equipped Sanitarium for y oung chil­ 
dren, say under three or four y ears of 
age. 
In these high and cool altitndes, 
cholera infantnm, and the other summer 
complaints of children, due to excessive 
beat, are utterly unk nown; and those 
who have been brok en down by these 
diseases, when brought here, soon re­ 
cuperate their exhausted poweis under 
the life-giving effects of pare mountain 
air. 
This is enough for this time. 
In a 
few week s I expect to turn my face Rush 
oounty -ward, though I am enjoy ing this 
visit vastly .

PECULIAR CASE OF INSANIT Y, 


Y oung Man R efuse» to E at, and Is Slow ly 
D y in g of Starv ation. 
I ndia n a p o l is, July 22.—George Klein, 
a well k nown y oung man of this city , 
was declared insane y esterday , and the 
examining phy sicians regard his case as 
one of the most peculiar that have ever 
fallen under their observation. Two 
months ago he went fishing with a 
party of friends, and wandered away , 
and, ten day s later, was found in the 
woods, having eaten nothing in that 
time. 
Since then he has not tasted food, and 
it has been with great difficulty that he 
could be induced to drink a little milk , 
and then only at long intervals, and, 
from a robust, healthy man, he has been 
reduced to a mere sk eleton, and is near­ 
ly dead from starvation.

W hen it did finally get a hold the 
b oat was u nder su ch headway that the 
b u lkhead, to which the hawser was at­ 
tached, was torn from its fastenings. 
W hen nearly the whole of the chain had 
b een paid ou t, the end b ecame knotted 
in the hole in the b u lwarks and held 
the b oat. 
The trou b le w ith the engine 
proved to b e a defective valve, which 
was soon repaired, and the b oat was 
again got u nder headway, b u t so great 
was the force of the cu rrent that it took 
fifteen m inu tes to reach the spot where 
the anchor cau ght, 100 feet u p stream 
from the b oat.

R esid en ce N ear W ashingto n. 
N ew Y ork . Ju ly 21.—A W ashington 
special to The Press, gives the following 
version of the pu rchase of land near 
W ashington b y memb ers of President 
H arrison’s family. 
Dr. John W . Scott, father of Mrs. 
Harrison, has pu rchased for her a tract 
of five acres in M ontgomery cou nty, 
Md., near Rockville. 
Jt is said that 
Mrs. Harrison intends to erect a su m ­ 
m er residence there and paes the hot 
months among the hills which su rrou nd 
theplace. 
The site is the most b eau tifu l one in 
the vicinity of w hat are known as Glen 
Rho Heights. 
It is several hu ndred feet 
ab ove the Potomac, and from it the 
cou rse of that magnificent stream is 
sighted for miles. 
Mrs. Harrison, it is u nderstood, pre­ 
fers the m ou ntains to the seashore, not 
only on her own accou nt, b u t b ecau se of 
her anx iety for the health of her grand­ 
children. 
Again, her new home will b e 
b u t seven miles from the W hite Hou se, 
and therefore the president need not b e 
separated from his fam ily for more than 
a few hou rs each day. 
Private Secretary Halford has also 
pu rchased a lot very near the proposed 
Harrison residence, and it is said he in­ 
tends to erect a small cottage there.

It is near 
Rockville, Montgomery cou nty,

and the real estate ring which roped 
Cleveland into its toils, has not now, 
nor has it ever had anything to do w ith 
the land in qu estion.

THE COSTLIEST PICTU^-C. 


How Meissonier Came to Make th o **18 14M 
That Sold for 8 50,000 Francs. 
Meissonier’s 
"18 14” 
was 
painted 
twenty -eight y ears ago. 
At abou t that 
time Delahau te, a French financier 
with a passion for the fine arts, called 
at Meissonier’s stu dio. The painter was 
bu sy with a v ery little pictu re. 
"W hat is this pictu re to represent V' 
asked Delahau te. 
"A military su bject, which I hav e 
entitled ‘1814,* ” was Meissonier’s re­ 
sponse. 
"You r su bject is v ery big, bu t y ou r 
canv as is v ery small, M. Meissonier. 
Why don’t y ou paint a large pictu re f* 
"I hav e sketched in the pictu re thu s 
small,” ex plained the artist, "for two 
reasons: first, becau se it is after my 
own sty le of painting; and second, 
1 
mu st confess it openly , becau se I am 
in need of money . 
I work v ery slow­ 
ly , and therefore can complete a small 
pictu re mu ch sooner than a large one.” 
4 4 You need money ? Paint my pictu re 
then. 
W hat will it cost P’ 
"Twenty -fiv e thou sand francs.” 
"Hu mph! that is a good deal of 
money . ” Delahau te drew a pu rse from 
his pocket, howev er, and cou nted ou t 
25.000 francs on the artist’s table. 
"I 
wish also to hav e y ou r pictu re, ‘18 14,’” 
he continu ed, 4 Trot on the ex press con­ 
dition that y ou paint it on a large can­ 
v as. ” 
Some time afterward Meissonier 
finished Delahau te's portrait. 
When 
the financier called to look it ov er, 
Meissonier showed him the first sketch 
of the pictu re "18 14,” asking, "Is that 
big enou gh for y ou ?” 
"Ex actly , and what shall y ou charj& 
me?” 
"Sev enty thou sand francs.” 
The pictu re was finished and paid 
for, and was first ex hibited in the su m­ 
mer of 18 6 4. It was recognized at once 
as a great work. 
A little later came 
the great Franco-Pru ssian war, then 
the Commu ne. 
The pictu re, it was 
planned, shou ld be sold in England for 
300.000 francs, bu t the negotiations 
came to nau ght. Some time afterward 
one of the Vanderbilts offered 
400,000 
francs for it. Delahau te consu lted with 
Meissonier, who adv ised him: "Don’t 
let the pictu re go for so little money . 
It is worth mu ch more.” 
Delahau te listened to this adv ice and 
promised the artist 50,000 francs shou ld 
the pictu re be sold for more than the 
amou nt of Vanderbilt’s offer. 
Since 
18 6 4 Delahau te had paid annu ally $100 
insu rance on the pictu re. 
Last y ear 
when it was ex hibited in the Palais des 
Beau x Arts the insu rance premiu m was 
as high as $8 00 or somewhat more. 
Su ch was the condition of affairs when 
a short time ago M. Bagu e, a famou s 
connoisseu r of paintings, came with the 
offer of 
500,000 francs. 
Delahau te 
cou ld not resist, and agreed to sell the 
pictu re. 
Then the qu estion was, "For 
whom did Bagu e bu y it?” The nex t 
morning ev ery one knew the answer. 
Bagu e’s principal in the pu rchase was 
M. Chau chard, former director of the 
great magazine in the Lou v re. He had 
offered his representativ e 8 50,000 francs 
for Meissonier’s masterpiece. 
Conse­ 
qu ently in twenty -fou r hou rs M. Bagu e, 
by a mere tu rn of the hand, had made 
350.000 francs in cash. 
Millet’s "An- 
gelu s” had brou ght 6 00,000, and Mu ril­ 
lo’s "Ascension” 6 50,000 francs.—New 
fork Su n.

Prompt Adhesion of Dental Plates. 
L. C. Bry an giv es an ex cellent plan for 
secu ring immediate su ction in a new 
dental plate or a newly repaired one. 
The plate is moistened, and then simply 
sprinkled with fine powder of gu m traga- 
canth. The plate is then pressed into place, 
and no matter how good or bad a fit, it will 
hold firmly for a day u nder almost any 
u se or abu se. 
The adv antage of this is 
apparent; for the first half hou r after a 
plate is pu t in makes or mars the repu ta­ 
tion of the dentist, for the time being, in 
the estimation of the patient, whose ef­ 
forts to "su ck u p” a plate, if not imme­ 
diately su ccessfu l, are at once discon­ 
tinu ed, and the plate pronou nced a 
misfit. 
It is said that a thin coating of traga- 
canth will ev en u p all irregu larities, pre­ 
v enting the plate from wou nding the 
sensitiv e membrane of the mou th, and 
often leading to a satisfactory fit where 
otherwise the plate cou ld not be worn. 
If the dentist is of opinion that time 
and u se will improv e the general adapta­ 
tion of the plate it is recommended that 
a small box of tragacanth shou ld be pre­ 
sented to the patient with directions for 
u se whenev er tho v ariation in the su c­ 
tion of the plate from atmospheric cau se« 
shou ld render its employ ment necessary .

Sightseers in St. Lou is alway s take a 
liv ely interest in the monster trip ham­ 
mers u sed in the v ariou s large iron 
works, which, althou gh as large as any ­ 
thing of the kind to be fou nd within the 
limits of the United States, are bu t pig­ 
mies when compared with those u sed in 
the great rolling mills and gu n fou ndries 
of Eu rope. 
At the Temi works in Italy 
there is a hammer which weighs fifty 
tons. 
It was cast in 1873, and is said to 
hav e taken ninety day s to cool su fficient­ 
ly to admit of being set in position. 
Alex androv ski, Ru ssia, has one ten tons 
heav ier that was cast in 1874. At the 
Crenstot works in France there is one of 
eighty tons. It was made in 1877 and 
sets on an anv il block of 16 0 tons weight 
The Cockerill works in Belgiu m hav e a 
100 ton hammer, and the Kru pp Gu n 
works at Essen, Germany , hav e one of 150 
tons. The last named hammer is the 
largest now u sed in the world.—St. Lou is

Its Maker Ia Pro ud o f It, but He Has No 
Wish to Make Ano th er. 
In th e windo w o f a German jeweler 
o n Co urt street, Bro o klyn, th ere stands 
a brass clo ck no t mo re th an ten inch es 
h igh . 
Th e passerby wh o lo o ks th ro ugh 
th e windo w sees under th e clo ck, wh ich 
is suppo rted by fo ur po lish ed co lumns, 
a small brass platfo rm, balanced to a 
nicety o n two pivo ts in th e middle, like 
an o rdinary seesaw. 
A gro o ve cut into 
th e surface o f th e brass runs zigzag 
fro m o ne end to th e o th er, and o n th e 
path so made a brigh tly po lish ed steel 
ball, no larger th an a bullet, runs un­ 
ceasingly. Wh en th e ball h as traveled 
fro m o ne end o f th e platfo rm to th e 
o th er, zigzagging fro m side to side, it 
strikes a th in steel wire wh ich h angs 
fro m abo ve, and in an instant th e plat­ 
fo rm is tilted up at th at end and th e little 
ball, impelled by th e fo rce o f gravity, 
starts back again. 
At th e o th er end it 
co mes into co ntact with ano th er wire, 
and up go es th e platfo rm o nce mo re. 
So metimes a big cro wd stand aro und 
th e windo w intent o n th e little sph ere, 
th e mystery o f wh ich th ey find it h ard to 
so lve. 
F. T. Kraft, wh o runs th e sto re, h as 
fo llo wed h is trade fo r many years. One 
day six years ago Kraft was walking 
do wn Bro adway wh en h e saw a clo ck in 
a jeweler’s windo w with th e same de­ 
vice. He sto o d fo r an h o ur in fro nt o f 
th e glass watch ing it and trying to so lve 
th e pro blem o f its co nstructio n. Th e 
pro prieto r o f th e sto re to ld h im th e clo ck 
h ad been made in England twenty-five 
years befo re, and was th e o nly o ne o f its 
land in existence. Mr. Kraft’s request 
to h ave a lo o k at th e mech anism was 
met with a refusal, and h e went o ff with 
th e determinatio n to study it o ut fo r 
h imself. 
He wo rked at it six mo nth s 
during h is o dd h o urs and finally tri­ 
umph ed. Th en h e was surprised to find 
h o w simple th e idea was after all, al­ 
th o ugh h e fo und th e greatest delicacy 
necessary in carrying it o ut. 
Mr. Kraft to o k th e clo ck fro m its sh elf 
in th e windo w to explain its mech anism 
to th e repo rter. 
Th e two mysterio us 
wires wh ich th e ball strikes against at 
th e end o f each trip are fastened abo ve 
to a lo ng ro d. Fro m th e upper side o f 
th is ro d runs a strip o f steel, wh ich rests 
against o ne o f fo ur pins o n an escape­ 
ment wh eel in th e wo rks. 
Wh en th e 
ball strikes th e wire it releases th is 
wh eel, wh ich makes a quarter revo lutio n 
to th e next pin. 
On th e same axis is a 
co g wh eel wh o se teeth fit into th o se o f 
ano th er o f h alf th e circumference. Th e 
smaller wh eel makes a h alf revo lutio n 
wh ile th e o th er is making a quarter. To 
th e axis o f th is wh eel is fastened a ro d, 
wh ich is attach ed at its o th er end to th e 
platfo rm, wh ich is pulled up o r do wn ac­ 
co rding to th e wire wh ich th e ball 
strikes. 
It was in th e manufacture o f th e ball 
itself th at Mr. Kraft h ad th e mo st diffi­ 
culty. It h ad to be a perfect sph ere to 
wo rk pro perly, and it was turned do wn 
bit by bit to th e pro per size. A little 
guard rail is placed at each angle o f th e 
gro o ve, so th at th e ball will no t jump 
o ff. It takes th e ball just five seco nds 
to make th e trip, a h alf seco nd fo r each 
sectio n o f th e gro o ve. Th e platfo rm acts 
as a pendulum with a five seco nd swing. 
Th e device is o nly interesting as a no vel­ 
ty, as it is mo re susceptible to ch anges 
in th e weath er th an th e pendulum clo ck, 
and h as to be regulated frequently. 
It is interesting to fignre o ut th e dis­ 
tance wh ich th e industrio us little ball 
travels fro m day to day. 
Every seco nd 
it runs 4 2-5 inch es, o r 22 feet a minute. 
Th is is a quarter o f a mile an h o ur, o r 
6 miles a day, o r 180 miles a mo nth , o r 
21,7 90 miles a year, o ver 11,000,000 feet 
Since th e clo ck was first started th e 
ball h as traveled a distance equal to 
nearly th ree-fo urth s o f th e way aro und 
th e glo be. 
In th at time it h as no t been 
wo rn to any perceptible degree, alth o ugh 
th e brass surface o n wh ich it runs h as 
been gTo und o ff co nsiderably. 
“I h ave h ad lo ts o f o ffers fo r th is 
clo ck,” said th e o ld jeweler, as h e put it 
back o n its sh elf, “but I wo uldn’t sell it 
fo r any price. It was a pleasure to wo rk 
o ut th e principle o f th e th ing, but yo u 
po uldn’t get me to make ano th er o ne o f 
th em fo r a go o d deal.”—New Yo rk Sun.

by co ntracting, ano th er by cutting o ff, 
and business so h andled at several sit­ 
tings o r meetings gro ws co mmo nly back­ 
ward and fo rward in an unsteady man­ 
ner. We knew a wise man th at h ad fo r 
a bywo rd, wh en h e saw men h asten to a 
co nclusio n; “Stay a little, th at we may 
end th e so o ner.”—New Yo rk Ledger.

The B rooklyn Divine Tells of the W on­ 
derfu l R ecep tive Pow er of H eaven—The 
Poor, the Rich, th e Sick, th e W ell, the 
Learned and the Ignorant A ll W elcome. 


B rooklyn 
, Ju ly 20.—“The Wide 
Op en Door” was the su bject of Dr. Tal- 
mage’s sermon today, the text being 
Rev. iv, 1: “And, behold, a door was 
op ened in heaven.” 
John had been the p astor of a chu rch 
in Ep hesu s. 
He had been driven from 
his p osition in that city by an indig­ 
nant p op u lace. 
The p reaching of a 
p u re and earnest gosp el had made an 
excitement dangerou s to every form of 
iniqu ity. 
This will often be the resu lt 
of p ointed p reaching. 
Men will flinch 
u nder the sword strokes of tru th. You 
ou ght not to be su rp rised that the 
blind man makes an ou tcry of p ain 
when the su rgeon removes the cataract 
from his eye. 
It is a good sign when you see men 
u neasy in the chu rch p ew and exhibit­ 
ing Imp atience at some p lain u tterance 
of tru th which smites a p et sin that 
they are hu gging to their hearts. After 
the p atient has been so low that for 
weeks he said nothing and noticed 
nothing it s thou ght to be a good sign 
when he begins to be a little cross. 
And so I notice that sp iritu al invalids 
are in a fair way for recovery when 
they become somewhat irascible and 
choleric u nder the treatment of the 
tru th. 
Bu t John had so mightily in­ 
cu lp ated p u blic iniqu ity that he had 
been banished from his chu rch and 
sent to Patmos, a desolate island, only 
a mile in breadth, against whose rocky 
coasts the sea rose and mingled its voice 
with the p rayers and hymnings of the 
heroic exile. 
You cannot bu t contrast the condi­ 
tion of this banished ap ostle with that 
of another famou s exile. 
Look at th e 
ap ostle on Patmos and 
the great 
Frenchman on St. Helena. 
Both were 
su ffering among desolation and bar­ 
renness becau se of offenses committed. 
Both had p assed tlirou gh lives event­ 
fu l and thrilling. 
Both had been hon­ 
ored and desp ised. 
Both were imp e­ 
rial natu res. 
Both had been tu rned 
off to die. 
Yet mark the infinite dif­ 
ference : one had fou ght for the p erish­ 
able crown of worldly au thority, the 
other for one eternally lu strou s. 
The 
one had marked his p ath with the 
bleached sku lls of his followers, the 
other had introdu ced p eace and good 
will among men. 
The one had lived 
chiefly for self aggrandizement and the 
other for the glory of Christ. 
The su c­ 
cesses of the one were achieved amid 
the breaking of thou sands of hearts 
and the acu te, heaven rending cry of 
orp hanage and widowhood, while the 
triu mp hs of the other made joy in 
heaven among the angels of God. 
DESPAIR— HOPE. 
The heart of one exile was filled 
with remoree and desp air, while the 
other was lighted u p with thanksgiv­ 
ing and inextingu ishable hop e. 
Over 
St. Helena gathered the blackness of 
darkness, clou ds lighted u p by no su n- 
rising, bu t rent and fringed and heav­ 
ing with the lightnings of a wrathfu l 
God, and the sp ray flu ng over the 
rocks seemed to hiss with the condem­ 
nation: 
“The way of the u ngodly 
shall p erish.” 
Bu t over Patmos the 
heavens were op ened, and the stormy 
sea beneath was forgotten in the roil 
and gleam of waters from u nder the 
throne like crystal, and the barren­ 
ness of the grou nd u ndar the ap ostle 
was forgotten as above him he saw the 
trees of life all bending u nder the rich 
glow of heavenly fru itage, while the 
hoarse blast of contending elements 
arou nd his su ffering body was drowned 
in the tru mp eting of tru mp ets and the 
harp ing of harp s, the victoriou s cry of 
mu ltitu des like the voice of many 
waters and the hosanna of hosts in 
nu mber like the stars. 
What a du ll sp ot u p on which to stand 
and have su ch a gloriou s vision! 
Had 
Patmos been some trop ical island ar- 
bored with the lu xu riance of p erp etu al 
su mmer, and drowsy with breath of 
cinnamon and cassia, and tessellated 
with long aisles of geraniu m and cao- 
tas, we wou ld not have been su rp rised 
at the sp lendor of the vision. 
Bu t the 
last p lace you wou ld go to if you wanted 
to find beau tifu l visions wou ld be the 
island of Patmos. Yet it is arou nd su ch 
gloomy sp ots that God makes the most 
wonderfu l revelation. 
It was looking 
throu gh the awfu l shadows of a p rison 
that John Banyan saw the gate of the 
celestial city. 
God there divided the 
light from the darkness. In that gloomy 
abode, on scrap s of old p ap er p icked u p 
abou t his room, the great dream was 
written. 
It was while John Calvin was a 
refu gee from bloody p ersecu tion and 
was hid in a hou se at Angou leme that 
he conceived the idea of writing his 
immortal “Institu tes.” 
Jacob had 
many a time seen the su n breaking 
throu gh the mists and kindling them 
into shafts and p illars of flery sp lendor 
that might well have been a ladder for 
the angels to tread on, bu t the famou s 
ladder which he saw soared throu gh a 
gloomy night over the wilderness. 
The 
night of trial and desolation is the 
scene of the grandest heavenly revela­ 
tions. 
From the barren, su rf beaten 
rock of Patmos John looked u p and 
saw that a door was op ened in heaven. 
GOD SEES EVERYTHING. 
Again, the annou ncement of su ch an 
op ened entrance su ggests the tru th 
that God is looking down u p on the 
earth and observant of all occu rrences. 
If we wou ld gain a wide p rosp ect we 
climb u p into a tower or mou ntain. 


The higher u p we are the broader the 
landscap e we behold. 
Yet ou r most 
comp rehensive view is limited to only 
a few leagu es—here a river and there a 
lake and yonder a mou ntain p eak. 
Bu t what mu st be the glory of the 
earth in the eye of him who, from the 
door of heaven, beholds at one glance 
all mou ntains and lakes and p rairies 
and oceans; lands besp angled with 
trop ical gorgeou sness and arctic regions 
white with everlasting snows; Lebanon 
majestic with cedars and American 
wilds solemn with u nbroken forests of 
p ine; African deserts of glistening sand 
and wildernesses of water u nbroken by 
ship ’s keel; continents covered with 
harvests of wheat and rice and maize; 
the glory of every zone, the whole 
world of mou ntains and seas and for­ 
ests and islands taken in in a single 
glance of their great Creator. 
As we take ou r stand u p on some 
high p oint single objects dwindle into 
su ch insignificance that we cease to see 
them in the minu tiae, and we behold 
only the grand p oints of the scenery. 
Bu t not so with God. Althou gh stand­ 
ing far u p in the very tower of heaven, 
nothing by reason of its smallness es­ 
cap es his vision. 
Every lily of the 
fleld, every violet u nder the grass, the 
tiniest heliotrop e, aster and gentian are 
as p lainly seen by him as the p rou dest 
magnolia, and not one vein of color in 
their leaf deep ens or fades withou t his 
notice. 
From this door in heaven God 
sees all hu man condu ct and the world’s 
moral changes. 
Not one tear of sor­ 
row falls in hosp ital or workshop or 
du ngeon bu t he sees it, and in high 
heaven makes record of its fall. 
The world’s iniqu ities in all their 
ghastliness glower u nder his vision. 
Wars and tu mu lts and the desolations 
of famine and earthqu ake, whirlwind 
and ship wreck sp read ou t before him. 
If there were no being in all the u ni­ 
verse bu t God he cou ld be hap p y with 
su ch an ou tlook as the door of heaven. 
Bu t there he stands, no more distu rlted 
by the fall of a kingdom than the drop ­ 
p ing of a leaf; no more excited by the 
rising of a throne than the bu rsting of 
a bu d, the falling of a delu ge than the 
trickling of a raindrop . 
Earthly roy­ 
alty clu tches nervou sly its scep ter and 
waits in su sp ense the will of inflamed 
su bjects, and the crown is tossed from 
one family to another. 
Bu t above all 
earthly vicissitu de and the assau lt of 
hu man p assions in u nshaken secu rity 
stands the King of kings, watcliing all 
the affairs of his emp ire, from the in­ 
trodu ction of an era to the cou nting of 
the hairs of you r head. 
A WAY OF ENTRANCE FOR PRAYERS. 
Again, I learn from the fact that a 
door in heaven is op ened that there is 
a way of entrance for ou r p rayers and 
of egress for divine blessings. 
It does 
not seem that ou r weak voice lias 
strength enou gh to climb u p to God’s 
ear. 
Shall not ou r p rayers be lost in 
the clou ds? Have words wings? The 
tru th is p lain 
Heaven’s door is wide 
op gq to receive every p rayer. 
Mu st it 
not be lou d? Ou ght it not to ring u p 
with the strength of stou t lu ngs? Mu st 
it not be a lou d call, su ch as drowning 
men u tter, or like the shou t of some 
chieftain in the battle? No; a whisp er 
is as good as a shou t, and the mere 
wish of the sou l in p rofou nd silence is 
as good as a whisp er. 
It rises ju st as 
high and accomp lishes ju st as mu ch. 
Bu t ou ght not p rayer to be made u p 
of golden words if it is to enter su ch a 
sp lendid door and live beside serap him 
and archangel? 
Ou ght 
not 
every 
p hrase be rou nded into p erfection, 
ou ght not the langu age be mu sical and 
classic and p oetic and rhetorical ? N o; 
the most illiterate ou tcry, the u njointed 
p etition, the clu msy p hrase, the sen­ 
tence breaking into grammatical blu n­ 
ders, an u nworded groan, is ju st as ef­ 
fectu al if it be the u tterance of the 
sou l’s want. 
A heart all covered u p 
with garlands of thou ght wou ld be no 
attraction to God, bu t a heart broken 
and contrite—that is the accep table sac­ 
rifice. 
“I know that my Redeemer 
liveth.” rising u p in the mighty har­ 
mony of a mu sical academy, may over­ 
p ower ou r ear and heart, bu t it will 
not reach the ear of God like the 
broken voiced hymn of some su fferer 
amid rags and desolation looking u p 
tru stfu lly to a Saviou r’s comp assion, 
ringing amid tears and p angs, * ‘I know 
that my Redeemer liveth.” 
I su p p ose that there was more rhet­ 
oric and classic elegance in the p rayers 
of the Pharisee than of the p u blican, 
bu t you know which was su ccessfu l 
You may kneel with comp lete elegance 
on some soft cu shion at an altar of ala­ 
baster and u tter a p rayer of Miltonic 
su blimity, bu t neither you r gracefu l 
p ostu re nor the roll of you r blank verse 
will attract heavenly attention, while 
over some dark cellar in which a Chris­ 
tian p au p er is p rostrate in the straw 
angels bend from their thrones and cry 
one to another, “Behold, he p rays!” 
Throu gh this op en door of heaven 
what a long p rocession of p rayers is 
continu ally p assing! 
What thanksgiv­ 
ings ! 
W hat confessions f 
Wliat inter­ 
cessions! 
W hat beseechings! 
“ And 
behold, a door was op ened in heaven.” 
IT IS OPEN THAT WE MAY LOOK IN. 
Again, the door of heaven is op ened 
to allow u s the op p ortu nity of look­ 
ing in. 
Christ when he came from 
Bethlehem left it op en, and no one 
since has dared to shu t i t 
Matthew 
throw it still wider op en when he came 
to write, and Pau l p u shed the door 
fu rther back when he sp oke of the 
glory to be revealed, and John in Rev­ 
elation actu ally p oints u s to the harp s, 
and the waters, and the crowns, and 
the thrones. 
There are p rofou nd mys­ 
teries abou t that blessed p lace that we 
cannot solve. 
Bu t look throu gh this 
wide op en door of heaven and see 
what you can see. 
God means u s to 


look and catch u p now something of 
the rap tu re, and attu ne ou r hearts to 
its worship . 
It is wide op en enou gh to cee Christ. 
Behold him, the chief among ten thou ­ 
sand, all the bannered p omp of heaven 
at his feet. 
With you r enkindled faith 
look on along these ranks of glory. Watch 
how their p alms wave and hear how 
their voices ring. Floods clap p ing their 
hands, streets gleaming with gold, u n­ 
cou nted mu ltitu des ever accu mu lating 
in nu mber and ever rising u p into glad­ 
der hosannas. 
If you cannot stand to 
look u p on that joy for at least one 
hou r, how cou ld you endu re to dwell 
among it forever? You wou ld wish 
you rself ou t of it in three days and 
choose the earth again or any other 
p lace where it was not always Su nday. 
My hearer in worldly p rosp erity, 
afflu ent, honored, healthy and hap p y, 
look in u p on that comp any of the re­ 
deemed, and see how the p oor sou l in 
heaven is better off than you are, 
brighter in ap p arel, richer in estate, 
higher in p ower. 
Hearers, afflicted 
and tried, look in throu gh that op en 
door that you may see to what glad­ 
ness and glory you are coming, to what 
life, to what riches, to what royalty. 
Hearers, p leased to fascination with 
this world, gather u p you r sou ls for 
one ap p reciative look u p on riches that 
never fly away, u p on health that never 
sickens, 
u p on 
scep ters 
that never 
break, 
u p on 
exp ectations that are 
never disap p ointed. 
Look in and see 
if there are not enou gh crowns to p ay 
u s for all ou r battles, enou gh rest to 
relieve all ou r fatigu es, enou gh living 
fou ntains to qu ench all ou r thirst, 
enou gh glory to dash ou t for ever and 
ever all earth’s sighing and restlessness 
and darkness. 
Battles ended, tears 
wip ed away, thorns p lu cked from the 
bosoms, stabs healed, the tomb riven— 
what a scene to look u p on I 


WE MAY ENTER HEAVEN THROUGH IT. 
Again, the door of heaven stands 
op en for the Christian's final entrance. 
Death to the righteou s is not climbing 
high walls or fording deep rivers, bu t it 
is entering an op en door. 
If you ever 
visit the old homestead where you were 
bom, and while father and mother are 
yet alive, as you go u p the lane in front 
of the farm hou se, and p u t you r hand 
on the door and lift the latch, do you 
shu dder with fear? No, you are glad 
to enter. 
So you r last § icknes^will be 
only the lane in front of you r Father’s 
hou se, from which you hear the voice 
of singing before you reach the door. 
And death, that is the lifting of the 
latch before you enter, the greetings and 
embraces of the innu merable family of 
the righteou s. 
Nay, there is no latch, 
for John says the door is already op en. 
W hat a comp any of sp irits have already 
entered those p ortals, bright and shin­ 
ing. 
Sou ls released from the e&rtlily 
p rison hou se, how they shou ted as they 
went throu gh! 
Sp irits that sp ed u p 
from the flames of martyrdom, making 
heaven richer as they went in, p ou ring 
their notes into the celestial harmony. 
And that door has not begu n to shu t. 
If redeemed by grace we all shall enter 
it. 
This side of it we have wep t, bu t 
on the other side of it we shall never 
weep . On this side we may have grown 
sick with weariness, bu t on the other 
side of it we shall be withou t fatigu e. 
On this side we bleed with the war­ 
rior’s wou nds, on the other side we 
« hall have the victor’s p alm. 
When 
you think of dying what makes you r 
brow contract, what makes you breathe 
so deep and sigh? W hat makes you 
gloomy in p assing a grave yard? Fol­ 
lower of Christ, you have been think­ 
ing that death is something terrible, 
the measu ring of lances with a p ower­ 
fu l antagonist, the elob&g in of a con­ 
flict which may be you r everlasting de­ 
feat. 
You do not want mu ch to think 
of dying. 
The step beyond this life 
seems so mysteriou s you dread the tak­ 
ing of it. 
Why, who tau ght you this 
lesson of horrors? 
Heaven’s door is 
wide op en, and you step ou t of you r 
sick room into those p ortals. 
Not as long as a minu te will elap se 
between you r dep artu re and you r ar­ 
rival there. 
Not half so long as the 
twinkling of an eye. 
Not the millionth 
p art of an instant. 
There is no stu m­ 
bling into darkness. There is no p lu ng­ 
ing down into mysteriou s dep ths. 
The 
door is op en. 
This instant you are 
here, the next you are there. 
When a 
vessel stru ck the rocks of the French 
coast while the crew were clambering 
u p the beach a cage of birds in the 
ship 's cabin, awakened, began to sing 
most sweetly, and when the last man 
left the vessel they were singing yet. 
Even so in the last hou r of ou r dissolu ­ 
tion, when driven on the coast of the 
other world, may ou r disembarkation 
from this rou gh, tossing life be amid 
the eternal singing of a thou sand p rom­ 
ise« of deliverance and victory! 
NO BELIEVING ONE WILL BE TURNED 
AWA E. 
For all rep enting and believing sou ls 
the door of heaven is now wide op en, 
the door of mercy, the door of comfort, 
for the p oorest as well as the wealth 
test, for the ou tlaw as well as for the 
moralist, for Chinese coolie as well as 
his eip p eror, for the Ru ssian boor as 
well as the czar, for the Tu rk as well 
as the su ltan. 
Richer than all wealth, 
more refreshing than all fou ntains, 
leep er than all dep tlis, higher than all 
heights and broader than all breadths 
Is the salvation of Jesu s Christ which 
[ p ress u p on you r consideration. Come, 
ill ye travelers of the desert, u nder 
these p alm trees. Oh, if I cou ld gather 
before you that tremendou s fu tu re u p on 
which you are invited to enter—domin- 
ons and p rincip alities, day withou t 
-light, martyrs u nder the throne, and 
die fou r-and-twenty elders falling before 
ft, stretching off in great distances
